Vancouver. U. C. dt. 14.— In a 
dense fog tJio Caiia-ian Paciflc steamer 
Hatin.i;. from Skagway to Vancouver, 
went ashore at Tucker Bay, Jervls Is- 
land, and Is now hard and fast on the 
rocks. The place is a small rocky in- 
let lying to northeast of Laquettl Is- 
land, at the entrance to Sabine strait, 
49 miles noixh of Vapcouver. When 
the steamer', went asbcH Captain 
Oofse ^is' ^ ^w^^ch' and First Officer 
Newrotes was on the bridge with the 
niaater of the vesisel. The fn'c. at the 
time was so dense that it was impos- 
sible to see ten feet in any direction. 
TJ^e ^n^Uyg jt\%d op hoard ^0 passen- 
(ers, of whom ISO were flrst-class and 
40 second-class. There was no ppr.i'j 
when the steamer struck and the pas- 
sengers were soon made aware that 
no danger , was to be .apprehended. 
After ezaminaitlon of the fteamfr when 
it waa found that she could not get 
off the rocks by her own efforts, the 
captain started Tilot Qunns off to Van- 
couver in a ship s boat with four men. 
Gunns rowed down and met no steam- 
er op his cruise until h^ |iad rowpd «5 
miM of l!he dlatance! wtien the tug 
picked them up. Upon his arrival here 
Pilot Gunns stated while the Hating 
was fast on the rocks he thought she 
was not greatly damaged. The fore- 
foot is a gently sloping one, and she 
cou^d naturally run up<fa the rocks 
rather than strike heavily. ' 

As the news of the accident was re- 
ceived here the Canadian Paciflc of- 
ficials wired to Xanaimo, to have the 
steamer Joan dispatched to Jervls is- 
land to take as bany passengers as 
poEslble from the Hating, and bring 
them down to Vancouver. As the col- 
lier Maude hapiiened to be lying here 
with coal for the Hating, her cargo 
was hastily dlsqhargpd god she was 
also dispatched to Jervls island. She 
carried k number of Canadian Piaeifio 
officials, who will a-scertain the Hat- 
ing's precise condition and arrange to 
get her off the rocks If possible^ The 
Hating is 1^ particularly, COqd, b9ft 
having been brought from Hong Kong 
for the northern trade about eight 
months ago. Her estimated value is

RAIL ROAD PASSES. 

Big Corporatiun* WMiited Them AboI> 
Ished liiit Were Voted Down. 

Chicago. 0(t. 14. — Railway passes 
will not be abolished Dec. :n. The 
plan to wipe them out of existence 
was killed at a meeting here of the 
executive oliiclals of western roads. 
They will meet again Nov. 6. The 
scheme to abolish passes In all prob- 
ability will be resurrected aliont a 
year hence, as E. H. Harriinan and 
other railway ma^nHti's are firmly im- 
bued with the idea that the officers 
and employes of the railroads and 
members of their families should pay 
regular rates when they travel, the 
same as all others. 

When a Vote was taken on the ques- 
tion l^f abolishing nearly all the big 
roads voted in the affirmative and a\l 
the smaller roads voted against It tpi9 
majority . acalBst abolishing passes 
was decMlte. All the roads controlled 
by the Interests which want to abolish 
passes were represented at the meet- 
ing. The meeting adjourned to Nov. 
6 ta dlacuns recommendations which 
majr be made to limit the issuance of 
passes ta ' tboii keld to ba satttlcd 
to them. 



Labor SK^pt^n Serious. 
Tampa, fl^,, ipet llj.— T|i|e labor sit-

Tlly settl'd la<f week. Is now more 
serious than for some time. I'nlied 
States District Attorney Stripling is 
here investigating the recent deporta- 
tion of strike leaders, and this fact has 
emboldened the members of Resistea- 
cla union, who are still out, and they 
have been working hard among those 
who have not struck. They use the 
argument that the government having 
ordered an ^Investigation of the depor- 
tations ikara would be no further sim- 
ilar aetlonb by the cltiiens. Several 
union leaders who have been in hiding 
since August have appeared in the 
streets. 



Ceneeeslen te Liberia. 

London. Oct. 14. — Liberian offlclals 
who arrived In England early in 
August with the object of obtaining 
from Great Britain the right to navi- 
gate the Manna river, hava been auc- 
ceaaful despite the fact that Great 
Britain was unwilling at first to grant 
the request of the republic. In addi- 
tion to this the envoys discussed with 
the colonial office further and more 
important propositions. Theae were 
put In. the form of a memorandum, 
which is now being submitted to the 
Liberian government. If, as is 
thought most probable, this memoran- 
dum Is ratified, Liberia's international 
status will be greatly strengthened. 

Cape Rebel Executed. 
Mlddleburg. Cape Colony. Oct. 14.— 
Commandant Lotter, the Cape rebel 
whose commando, consisting almost 
wholly of rebels, was captured south 
of Petersburg in September, and who 
was sentenced to death, was executed. 
Commandant Lotter was tried and 
found guilty on ei^ht counts. Includ- 
ing sedition, the murder of colored, 
unarmed scouts, the murder of troop- 
ers In action, the blowing up of rail- 
roads and ..the cowh^ing of British 
subjects ' and Suropeans. Lotter 
claimed he wa.s a citizen of Hn' Oiaiigj 
Free State but this was dibprovtd.
